Chicago, Cook County 
will pay you for tips about 
illegal cigarette sales

The illegal drug trade in Aid. Jason Ervin’s 28th 

Ward isn’t all about the hard stuff. 

The black market for cigarettes, he said, can 
be just as pervasive— and, 
in some ways, safer for 
dealers. 

“It’s similar to the sale 
of narcotics, where peo- 
ple are establishing cer- 
tain territories,” he said. 

“A pack of cigarettes in 
Chicago versus a pack of 
cigarettes in Hammond 
or Gary {Ind.} is almost 
double. That margin is 
where individuals want to 
make their mark. There is 
a profit to be made.” 

Mike Elyasi’s profit 
margins are much nar- 
rower. Elyasi, who co- 
owns a y-Eleven franchise 
on Irving Park Road in 
Lakeview, said his store 
sells about $1,000 worth 
of cigarettes a day at a price of about $10 to $12 
per pack. Depending on the brand, he said, his 
store makes a profit ranging from 40 cents to 
$1.20 per pack. 

“In comparison to other products, it’s a frac- 
tion,” he said. 

Compare that to the profit Ervin says can be 
made from selling tobacco illegally 

“Let’s say someone takes a $5 pack of ciga- 
rettes out of Hammond, Ind.,” he said. “Once 
they start selling them loose, they have the op- 
portunity to make $10, $13.” 

As part of an attempt to crack down on il- 


legal cigarette sales, the city on Monday an- 
nounced a “Check the Stamps” reward pro- 
gram, offering $100 rewards to citizens whose 
tips about illegal cigarette sales lead to cita- 
tions. 

The program aims to make sure tobacco 
taxes are properly paid and to keep illegal ciga- 
rettes out of the hands of children. 

“Cheap, readily available and illegally sold 
cigarettes make it easier 
for our children to start 
and harder to quit,” states 
the program’s website, 
checkthestamps.org. 

Cigarettes can be le- 
gally sold only to people 
18 and older in packs or 
cartons that have the 
proper state and county 
stamps affixed. Selling 
individual loose ciga- 
rettes, selling packs that 
are missing stamps and 
selling to people younger 
than 18 all are illegal. 

The city’s Department 
of Business Affairs and 
Consumer Protection 
handles enforcement of il- 
legal retail sales; the police 
handle illegal street sales. 

Cook County implemented a program simi- 
lar to the city’s reward program in September 
2011. Rewards from Cook County range from 
$25o-$i,ooo for tips about illegal tobacco sales 
that lead to citation and payment of a fine. 

Ken Harris, deputy director of the county 
Department of Revenue, said he did not know 
the city had planned to implement a similar 
reward program until the program was made 
public Monday 

When asked whether a tipster could theo- 
retically get rewarded by both the city and the 
county county Department of Revenue Direc- 


tor Zahra Ali declined to comment until she 
knew more about the city’s program. 

Brian Richardson, a spokesman for Chica- 
go’s Department of Public Health, said the city 
was aware of the county program, but wasn’t 
sure that Chicago residents were. 

“More importantly our goal is to help re- 
move illegal cigarettes from the city of Chica- 
go, and we’re working on a number of projects 
in order to do that,” he said. 

Richardson said receiving a reward from the 
county would not prohibit a tipster from also 


receiving a reward from the city 

“I would assume that a tipster could be re- 
warded twice. If you submit a report to the city 
of Chicago about a violation that’s occurring 
in the city of Chicago, we will follow up with 
an investigation,” Richardson said. “I would 
recommend ... a resident report illegal sales, 
regardless of where they occur, to the proper 
authorities.” 

Ervin said he was not familiar with the 
county’s program, but said if tipsters could get 
rewarded twice, “God bless them.”

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How to transfer 
CTA card balance 
to your Ventra

Still have old CTA fare cards floating 

around? 

Riders can mail in their old fare cards 
and have the balances transferred to reg- 
istered Ventra cards until Sept, i as the 
CTA wraps up its transition to Ventra. 

Star ting July i, only Ventra cards, per- 
sonal bank cards, some phones and cash 
(on buses) can be used to pay CTA fares. 
The CTA won’t allow disposable fare 
cards after June 30. It stopped accepting 
Chicago Cards last month. 

The CTA started its mail-in fare card 
program June i. Riders have mailed 
in more than 600 cards, representing 
nearly $5,000 in balances, CTA spokes- 
woman Lambrini Lukidis said. 

Riders can send in a maximum of eight 
old fare cards, which include disposable 
cards, Chicago Cards, reduced fare per- 
mits and 30 -day unlimited ride passes 
unused in their original sealed packaging. 

To transfer balances, riders need a 
registered Ventra card and a mail-in 
transfer form, which can be found at 
CIA 5uiiDDt4itd&iibLi£4:-s.

Jon Stewart weighs 
in on Trump sign

The material was too good to pass up. 

Comedian Jon Stewart weighed in on the 
Donald Trump sign debate last night. Trump 
has been publicly feuding with Mayor Eman- 
uel over a new sign with his name on the side 
of the 9 6 -story Trump Tower downtown. 

The mayor has called the sign “tasteless,” 
while The Donald has defended it as being “in 
the highest level of taste.” 

“As Americans, it’s our duty to take sides 
on everything,” said Stewart, who has his own 
running feud with Trump. Yet he said he was 
having trouble picking sides. 

“It’s a badger fighting a mongoose, I just 
don’t know who to cheer for,” he said. 

The segment also featured Tribune archi- 
tecture critic Blair Kamin, who called the sign 
a “wart” on the skyline and defended himself 
from Trump’s insults. Trump has said, among 
other things, that he thought Kamin had been 


fired since he was absent from the Tribune for 
several months. The Pulitzer Prize-winning 
Kamin spent the 2012-2013 academic year as 
a Nieman Fellow at Harvard. 

“You don’t get it, do you?” Stewart tiffed. 
“Donald Trump isn’t impressed by Harvard 
or the Pulitzer. The only name that impresses 
Donald Trump is his own name.” 

Stewart marveled at Trump’s obsession 
with the topic. 

“Is there no slight small enough for you to 
just (bleep] let it go?” he asked. 

After showing numerous other Trump 
buildings emblazoned with his name, Stewart 
concluded the city should not have been sur- 
prised. 

“Chicago, I have to say this is on you,” 
Stewart said. “Did you not think Donald 
Trump was gonna put his name on the build- 
ing you let him build? It’s what he does! Have 
you been to New York?”

Blackhawks off radar for most protests

While the Washington Redskins’ name and 
imagery have been a matter of deep conten- 
tion for decades, the Blackhawks have had 
little trouble with public opinion. 

That’s because “Redskins” is generally con- 
sidered an offensive, irredeemable name by 
American Indians, a slur so vile that the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office on Wednesday 
canceled the team’s trademark registration. 

Trademarks that disparage or belittle oth- 
er groups are not permitted under federal 
law. The decision can be reviewed by a fed- 
eral court. The ruling does not mean that the 
trademarks can no longer be used by the NFL 
club, only that they are no longer registered. 

“Blackhawks” is a much more subtle and 
complicated matter. 

The name refers not to a tribe but a single 
man, a 19th-century leader of the Sauk and 
Fox Indians in Illinois. He resisted the arrival 


of settlers and soldiers, and while ultimately 
defeated, came to be viewed as the epitome of 
valor by many white Americans. 

Original Blackhawks owner Frederic 
McLaughlin commanded a World War I ma- 
chine gun battalion that dubbed itself the 
Black Hawks after the Indian leader, and 
McLaughlin decided to use the name again 
when he founded the hockey team in 1926. 

While some American Indians have ex- 
pressed dislike for the Blackhawks’ name and 
logo, saying it imposes a dated and inaccurate 
identity upon them, their protests have been 
relatively quiet. Some say that’s because Chica- 
go has a small population of American Indians, 
while others say it’s because hockey doesn’t 
have the same cultural power as football. 

The Blackhawks have said their name and 
logo are “respectful and proud,” and have 
forged links with the area’s American Indian 
population. 



Applause for Delle Donne 

The WNBA on Wednesday honored Sky 
star Elena Delle Donne with the Dawn 
Staley Community Leadership Award. It 
recognizes her work in the community in 
2013, which starts but does not end with 
her efforts with Special Olympics.

Donne said in a statement. “I’ve always 
looked up to Dawn for her accomplish- 
ments on the court and in the community.”

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Patti nson revels in 
grim The Rover’ role

On the list of life’s great pleasures, walking 
down a grim street in a one-horse Australian 
town probably doesn’t rank very high. 

Yet if you’re one of the world’s most 
recognized— and harangued— faces, it can 
have a remarkable effect on your psyche and 
work. 

So it went, at least for former “Twilight” 
star Robert Pattinson. The actor made the 
new post-apocalyptic Western “The Rover,” 
which opens Friday in the otherworldly soli- 
tude of remotest Australia, allowing him to 
escape the maddening swarms and focus on 
his acting as never before. 

“It was great, just being able to be out there 
with no one around,” the British heartthrob 
recalled of making David Michod’s Aussie 
indie. 

Added Michod: “I don’t think I ever saw 
an actor so happy as when I saw Rob coming 
down the street toward me all by himself He 
was practically bouncing.” 

The tabloid fixture plays a vulnerable-yet- 
resolute man left for dead by a cruel older 
brother (Scoot McNairy) in a post-apocalyp- 
tic wasteland. He’s able to tap into new acting 
depths opposite Guy Pearce. 

Set in a futuristic world, “The Rover” cen- 
ters on Eric (Pearce), a stoic survivor type who 
seems to have lost any ability for human con- 
nection. When his car is stolen by a gang led 
by McNair/s Henry, Eric sets out on an un- 
expectedly zealous quest to find them, and it. 

Soon he comes across the apparently slow- 
witted Rey (Pattinson), left for dead by the 


side of the road after an altercation with Hen- 
ry Eric and Rey then become an unlikely pair, 
each haunted by their particular circumstanc- 
es but united in their desire to track down the 
man who wronged them. Pearce and Pattin- 
son exchange few words in the film, but “The 
Rover’s” ultimate take-away is of the bonds of 
human connection that persist (sometimes) 
despite the lack of civil society 

These relationships, the actors say, came 
naturally to them. 

“We didn’t have to go out of our way to con- 
nect,” Pearce said. “When you’re living like 
that in a small town and doing nothing else 
besides the movie, a relationship can’t help 
but develop.” 

Pearce bicycled and jogged early in the 
morning before shooting, or late in the eve- 
ning after hours of takes, trying to keep focus 
in the sweltering heat for a role that often re- 
quired him to convey complicated emotions 
without speaking a word. 

Pattinson, too, spent long hours hammer- 
ing out an accent that even he assumes (not 
incorrectly) can’t always be understood. He 
arrived in Australia two weeks early to work 
on the character and, while shooting, demon- 
strated a curiosity about the role that his col- 
leagues describe as surprisingly diligent. 

“I think Rob was really inspired that people 
were so into it,” said Australian actress Susan 
Prior, who has a key scene opposite the film’s 
two stars. “In a way maybe he hadn’t experi- 
enced that before because on the bigger ones 
an actor isn’t really part of that process of ex- 
ploring.”

Chef Chrissy Camba cooks 
her version of American 
fare at Laughing Bird

Have you ever wished you could eat at a place 
called the Tina Turner Tavern? If things go well 
for chef Chrissy Camba at new Lincoln Square 
restaurant Laughing Bird, you might just get 
your chance. “I grew up in a family where there 
was a lot of laughing and a lot of birds, so that’s 
how we got the name. But, the whole time I 
kept joking that we should name this place the 
Tina Turner Tavern. We’ll save that for the next 
one,” Camba said. 

While Camba didn’t get to name the 
restaurant after the “Proud Mary” singer, the 
menu at Laughing Bird, filled with Filipino 
staples such as lumpia Shanghai (egg rolls, 

$6) and chicken adobo ($i8) does honor her 
heritage. But Camba doesn’t call it a Filipino 
restaurant. “I call it American,” she said. “My 
family ate a lot of Filipino food, but we went to 
Argyle {a Vietnamese area in Chicago] almost 
every weekend. I also ate a lot of Thai. It’s my 
version of American food.” 

Make way for mash-ups 

Perhaps American food byway of Asia is an 
apt description, since Laughing Bird’s menu 
reaUy is a mash-up of influences. A salad featur- 
ing translucent tangles of green papaya ($ii), 
glistening half-moons of bittersweet grapefruit 
and juicy oranges, flecks of mint and crunchy 
toasted peanuts, aU tossed with funky salty 
fish sauce is maybe the best som turn (aka 
Thai papaya salad) I’ve had. And yet, in this 
dish, there’s even an American farm influence. 
Camba mixes in burgundy-colored curlicues of 




raw beet; sweetness is a great foil to the bitter- 
ness of the papaya and grapefruit. 

Even a dish like the bistek-style beef ($15) 
is actually more of an American/Filipino/ 
Vietnamese hybrid. Bistek usually is thinly 
sliced tenderloin cured with lemon, onion and 
soy but Camba has substituted beef tendon 
for the tenderloin. Tendon can be chewy but 
Camba has cooked it so it’s more like melting, 
tender bone marrow She mixes the tendon 
into a pond of creamy mashed potatoes stud- 
ded with fresh spring peas (a little hard and 
undercooked, unfortunately), crispy shallot 
and garlic. It’s a comforting dish that makes 
me think of what might result if you took the 
contents of a chef-created Salisbury steak TV 
dinner and mixed them all together. 

Camba’s cooking isn’t entirely Asian. 



There’s even a bit of Spain in her flaky buttery 
empanadas ($7) stuffed with funky oyster 
mushrooms and creamy taleggio. The plate is 
also a nod to her time as a chef at the cheese- 
focused Bar Pastoral. “I’m in the top i percent 
of cheese-obsessed people,” she said. “It’s hard 
to explain how much I love cheese.” 

It was actually the most straight-forward Fil- 
ipino dish I tried, the pancit palabok ($20)— a 
nest of vermicelli-like round rice noodles swad- 
dling bits of roast pork, shrimp and smoked 
mackerel, and a soft-boiled egg— that I liked 
least. The overcooked, wobbly noodles were 
encrusted in soggy bits of pork skin, and the 
whole thing was bland. 

Sweets surrender 

While many savory chefs struggle with sweets.

Camba, a former “Top Chef” competitor, got 
her start in pastry “I didn’t take the MCAT 
[a medical school admissions test] like aU my 
other friends,” said Camba, who majored in 
biology at Loyola University “I got a job at 
Starbucks, and then I started baking cakes 
for friends, not regular cakes, but big wedding 
cakes and cakes that looked like buildings.” 

At Laughing Bird, a warm rhubarb crisp ($6) 
dripped with sweet vanilla-flecked whipped 
cream and the s’mores chocolate cake ($9), 
though it could have been moister, featured an 
addictive honey peanut brittle as a garnish. 

A different look 

While most Filipino joints usually are tiny 
storefronts filled with steaming buffet tables 
and utilitarian furniture. Laughing Bird, with 
its polished gun metal-gray seats, exposed 
brick, glinting glass orb-shaped chandeliers 
and chocolate wood tones, looks like a warm 
and modern European salon. The whole room 
is softer and more elegant than its predeces- 
sor, the modern, sharp-lined restaurant. Tank 
Sushi, that formerly inhabited this address. 

The bottom line 

The kitchen staff needs to work on executing 
more consistently but by fusing American and 
Asian flavors and gourmet technique, Camba 
is serving a very bold and unique vision of 
Filipino food worth checking out.

‘Lazaretto* literally lined 
with hidden surprises

Jack White is divisive. Polarizing. He’s 
rock ’n’ roll cilantro. He’s an uncompro- 
mising neo-rocker with big ideas. He’s 
a cocky traditionalist with a big mouth. 
He’s both. 

So it only makes sense that the former 
White Stripes frontman released his 
second solo album, “Lazaretto,” in a 
format that feels both ancient and 
brand new. He’s calling it an “ultra 
LP”— a i2-inch record that contains 
secret grooves, never-ending drones and 
“holograms” that materialize once the 
platter begins to twirl. 

Last month. White took to lihuTube 
to explain the various features of the 
ultra LP. I secured a copy to find out if 
those features were gimmicky geegaws 
or if they effectively served his new 
music. 

1. The reverse groove 

How it works: Instead of placing the needle 
on the outer groove of the record, Side A 
begins toward the center and plays outward. 
The result: Right away this inky disc asks us 
to defy intuition, which is a wonderful thing. 
First up: “Three Women,” a song by Pied- 
mont bluesman Blind Willie McTell, whose 
lyrics White has updated so that it might be 
about online dating. 

2 . The 'holograms’ 

How it works: Etchings on the surface of the 
record catch light in away that creates the 
illusion of two spinning angels. 

The resuit: It’s a trick. A beautiful little trick. 
A trick to keep us staring. And listening. Very 
cool. Very pretty See? It works. Which is 
great because there’s a lot to listen to here. In 
the White Stripes, White made great rock ’n’ 
roll out of his limitations, but now he’s riding 
the pendulum in the opposite direction, 
creating something raw out of excess. 

3. The dual groove 

How it works: The first song on Side B, “Just 
One Drink,” has two separate intros — one 



electric, one acoustic. Which one you hear 
depends on where you drop the needle. But 
after a few measures, the two grooves merge 
and the song continues in its electric state. 
The result: I ran into problems here. The 
acoustic version dovetailed into the sec- 
ond half of the song seamlessly but when I 
dipped the needle into the electric portion, 
the record made an ugly skip as the grooves 
were supposed to merge. Only the acoustic 
intro played without a hiccup. Silver lining: 
The acoustic intro is superior— and appears 
to be exclusive to the ultra LP format. 

4. The under-label grooves 

How It works: Hidden tracks are pressed into 
the vinyl beneath the decals on each side. In 
White’s YouTube demonstration video, the 
needle of his record player reads those hid- 
den grooves through the paper label. 

The result: I heard only the hiss of the needle 
scraping paper. Do I need more weight on 
the tone arm? Should I try to remove those 
decals with lighter fluid? For now. White’s 
hidden tracks are staying hidden. And I 
like that. This isn’t an album that’s ready to 
cough up all of its secrets just yet.
